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CHANGE THE SUBJECT! 

After the “Open Door in the East” has been 
kept before the country through three admin- 
istrations, everyone is supposed to be convinced 
of its benefits. A “world policy” has been at. 
work, supposed to use the control of the Pacific 
in reaching the open door of opportunity for an 
enormous increase in profits from trade with 
China. 

Totals announced from Washington under date 
of Nov. 11, give results after 10 years. As a dem- 
onstration of activity in five years of open door 
agitation between 1900 and 1905, American busi- 
ness, outgoing to China, was pushed up to a 
grand total of $58,600,0(0 a year. This year it is 
only a little over a fourth of that total. The cot- 
ton goods with which we were to supply the 
“swarming millions” of China on.the other side 
of the Open Door, drop from a total of $5,200,000 
in 1900 to $4,500,000 im 1910. The grand total of 
$15,700,000 this year is a drop from $18,200,000 
in 1901. 

As these figures are the history of 10 years of 
“world-politics,” all supposed to focus around the 
Open Door, some may be disposed to discuss 
them further. But what is the use? They are 
official.

One lesson must be learned 
from States further West and Southwest. The 
movement of homessekers into the States most 
benefited by it, gained powerfuliy in organiza- 
tion from the co-operation of their i ailroads, seek- 
ing new “freight-producers.” But. wherever it 
has been most notably a success, as in Texas and 
Oklahoma, the whole movement has had loca! 
organization beginning it-and holding it up. The 
States and the communities which have attracted 
most homeseekers “went after them and got 
them.” This is their homely explanation of their 


railroad .systems. They “started something”; 
they “went after something and got it.” To 
condense their explanation, their results, shown 
most remarkably in Southwestern growth, are 
first and last, the results of local initiative. It 
is the secret of growth for every community 
which expects to go on growing.

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WHY KIPLING SUCCEEDS.

When ‘some one asked Kipling how he came to’ 
have sueh exhaustive information of arctic life 
as he displayed in one of his short stories, he 
is said to have taken from a shelf one of our 
Government reports on Alaska and handed it to 
his questioner. There, in the matter-of-fact lan- 
guage of the ethnologist and the naturalist, was 
contained all that he knew of the subject. He had 
absorbed' from those pages not only all the facts, 
but he had also imbibed the very spirit of life 
beyond the Arctic circle, quite as much as though 
he had lived in an Aleut hut all the long north- 
ern winter, fished throush the ice holes with a 
spear, or killed the seal and walrus for cloth- 
ing and food. Hundreds of these Government 
reports stood in public and private libraries, but 
the only one who perceived the pathos and ro- 
mance of that life was the little Englishman, who 
sees “things as they are.” 

In his latest book, although it is designed for 
younger readers, he again gives us a peep into 
his workshop. Here we have Philadelphia dur- 
ing Washington's Presidency. The Quaker City 
of 1794, with ‘ta political parties of the formative 
period, its French emigres, its cabais, its petty 
intrigues and conspiracies, stands revealed as 
few American writers have ever pictured it for 
us. Only a few words, and we have sketched 
for us “Big Hand,” as his Seneca friends called 
Washington; Genet, Talleyrand selling buttons, 
Red Jacket, and Cornpianter, and—when the 
scene changes to Paris—Bonaparte. 

Hard work, much reading, and the care of de- 
tall—these make a good aid, if rot a foundation, 
to literary genius.

With Him While Working’ 
in His Home. 


WIFE DISCHARGED HER 


‘Mabel Oakes, Found Dead 
on Floor Soon Would Have 
Been a Mother. 


AVA, Ok., Nov. 19.—N. L. Miller, Jus- 
tice of the Peace, held here for the 
murder of Mabel Oakes, has been of- 
fered freedom by friends who believe 
him innocent-and are willing to furnish 
a $5000 bond. “ 

Public sentiment against Miller is 
strong and threats of violence have 
caused Miller to decline the offer and 
remain under the protection of the jail 
for the present. 

Absence of eyewitnesses and the stout 
denial of the crime by Miller, together 
with his alibi that he was at home at 
dinner, has caused some of his old 
f~iends to insist that judgement be 
withheld untf! he has had a fair trial. 
With that end in view, they arranged 
the bond that he declines to take ad- 
vantage of. 

He denies killing the girl and offers 
an alibi. When George Oakes_and his 
wife moved to Alva, a. year ago, they 
brought w'in them their daughter Ma- 
bel, 22 years ol. 

She found employment in Miller's 
home and socn became jnfatuated with 
Yhim. Miller has a wife and two grown 
daughters a..d the infatuation of the 
Oakes girl for Miller soon became the 
talk of Alv1, 

A month ago Mrs. Miller could stand 
the gossip no 
the girl. Since then she has been a fre- 
quent visitor to the office of Mitler and 
was seen there about noon of the day of 
the murder. Later, Miller says, hé@ went 
into .the back door of the opera house 
for a bottle of whisky he had hidden 
there and found the body of Mabel 
Oakes. He called the authorities and 
notified -her father. 

The girl was found reclining on the 
floor with a roll of carpet for a pil- 
low. On™hertface was a peaceful ex- 
pression and there were no marks of 
violence on her body. Around her neck 
a scarf was tightly drawn and her 
hands were crossed on her breast. 


Sent Her Stomach Away. 
The coroner’s jury decided that death 


was due to strangulation, but to make 
sure they sent the stomach of the girl 
away for analysis to ascertain if it 
contained poison. A medical examina- 
tion disclosed the fact that in a few 
months the girl would have been a 
mother. : 

Miller’s story of his movements that 
day is that Miss Oakes called at his 
office about noon and that shortly after 
she arrived he started home for din- 
ner and left her In the office. When 
he returned three hours later she was 
gone.

ENGLISH ROYAL YACHT SENT 
FOR MANUEL IS SEA PALACE 


Victoria and Albert an Elaborate 
Vessel That Cost Price of 


a Warship. 


LONDON, Nov. 19.~The royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert, which King George 
sent to Gibraltar - bring King Manuel 
to England, should not be confused 
with the Victoria and Albert used so 
many years by Queen Victoria. That 
vessel was broken up !n 1904 after 50 
years’ of service. The present Victoria 
and Albert is one of the most elaborate- 
ly equipped vessels afloat and cost the 
price of a warship. The interior is 
constructed with a view to making the 
cabins look as little as possible like 
cabins and as much as possible like 
beautifully designed rooms in a private 
home. The apartments alloted to the 
royal exile comprised a pavilion, deck 
house, writing room and a reception 
room.

Futures Show Flurries Over|

The cotton future market continues 
more or less of a scalping affair.

have kept values irregular and ‘tradingt 
nervous. One of the most important 
estimates is that of the Memphis Cot- 
ton Exchange, the average. of estimates 
by ever one hundred of its members. 
The figures, 12,119,000 bales for the 
commercial crop, indicate that’ senti- 
ment in Memphis is inclined toward 
larger crop ideas than the general 
trade deems probable. These figures, 
which were issued at the’ beginning of 
the week, combined with other bearish 
influences to make Monday’s market 
weak with a downward tendency. The 
close was 14.88c for January, 14.580 for 
March and 1447c for December, or ea 
net decline for the day of 18 to B&B 
points. Tuesday brought a further. de- 
cline of 15 to 16 points as a result of 
extensive covering by longs, but this 
loss was regained Wednesday on the 
strength of the firm tone in Liverpool, 
which has been a consistently bullish 
market.
